Charges of Manipulation (HE AP MONEY 


to be Aired at Ottawa— 
Ten-year Average Yield 


Demand of Growers.

OTTAWA, Feb. 21.—Charges of 

manipulation of the international 
wheat agreement to the detri- 
ment of Canada, with the alter- 
native that Hon, M. A. Macpher- 
son, Saskatchewan attorney-gen- 
eral, who assented to it on be- 
half of the prairie provinces, was 
deceived as to its contents, are 
scheduled for parliamentary ven- 
tilation forthwith, 

The right of Canada to an addi- 
tional export of wheat aggregating 
almost 100,000,000 bushels annually 
is involved. The point at issue is 
whether Canadian _ production 
should be figured on the average 
for the ten years 1922-32, or on the 
three-year average 1931-33, the 
latter being three of the poorest 
years in the recent history of the 
west, 

On the ten-year average Can- 
ada would be entitled to produce 
461,000,000 bushels of wheat for 
the disposal in the crop year 
1934-35. On the 1931-33 average 
the total production would be 
sliced to 338,660,000 bushels. Home 
consumption remaining stationary 
at 117,000,000 bushels, the export- 
able surplus under the ten-year 
average would be, after a 15 per 
cent production reduction, 292,- 
400,000 bushels in 1934-35. 

Under the 1931-33 average and 
after the 15 per cent production re- 
duction, the exportable surplus 
would be 190,500,000 bushels, almost 


100,000,000 bushels, under the pres- | 


ent year quota. 

When Mr. Macpherson returned 
to Canada he addressed the Cana- 
dian Club at Winnipeg and an- 
nounced the ten-year average had 
been assented to. 

Article 2 of the actual agree- 
men as published in the London 
Economist-—the agreement has not 
been released in Canada—says: 
“They further agree to limit their 
exports of wheat during the crop 
year August 1, 1934, to July 31, 
1935, to maximum figures 15 per 
cent less in the case of each coun- 
try than the average outturn on 
the average acreage sown during 
this period, 1931-33 inclusive, 
after deducting normal domestic 
requirements.”

orated the Act of 1914. The fact 
that the emergency measure of 1914 
was made permanent in 1923 is 
known by all too few people. The 
real significance of the fact is ap- 
preciated by still fewer persons, It 
is well then that the significant 
part of the 1923 Act, Section 5. 
should be quoted word for word: 
“At any time when there is no 
proclamation in force under the 
| authority of paragraph (a) of 
section four of this Act, the min- 
ister may make advances to the 
chartered banks and to the sav- 
| ings banks to which the Quebec 
Savings Bank Act applies by tke 
issue of Dominion notes upon the 
pledge of the securities herein- 
after mentioned: 
(a) Treasury bills, bonds, de- 
bentures or stocks of the Domin- 
ion of Canada, Great Britain, any 
province of Canada, and of any 
British possession: 
(b) Public securities of the gov- 
ernment of the United States; 
(c) Canadian municipal secur- 
ities; 
(d) Promissory notes and bills 
of exchange secured by docu- 
mentary title to wheat, oats, rye, 
barley, corn, buckwheat, flax or 
other commodity; 
(e) Promissory notes and bills 
of exchange issued or drawn for 
agricultural, industrial, or com- 
mercial purposes and which have 
been used for such purposes. 
1923, c, 48, s, 2.” 
GET IT BOTH WAYS 

It will be noted that when there 
is a proclamation in force under 
the authority of paragraph (a) of 
Section 4 of the Act advances may 
be made, and when there is not a 
proclamation in force advances 
may be made by authority of Sec- 
tion 5 above quoted. Hence at all 
times, and not just in the case of 
emergencies, such advances may 
be made to the banks by the min 
ister of finance. The Rt. Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, ex-Prime Min- 
jister of Canada, exhibited a keen 
appreciation of the significance of 
|this provision for making advances 
to the banks when, before the 
Bankers’ Educational Association 
at Toronto, on January 21, 1931, he 
poke these words: 

“ Under the Finance Act of 
later years, our government was 
authorized to advance to banks 
against specially named classes of 
colloteral, government notes by 
way of temporary loans, and no 
provision was made for a gold 
reserve ageinst these notes. .. 
As to the money advanced under 
the Finance Act it is indefinite, 
consequently loans of unstated 
amounts, without limit, depend- 
ing wholly upon the diseretion of 
the finance department, can be 
made without a gold reserve.” 
Nowhere has the writer found the 
importance of the change wrought

No Public Benefit 


In This Series of Articles J. H. Creighton, M.A., Describes the

credit rested solely with the 
banks themselves, but now it was 
transferred to the agency which 
had the power to add to the re- 


serve of the banks, that is the 
department of finance. The Act 
which made this fundamental 


change in the Canadian monetary 
structure received less considera- 
tion than any other major change 
ever made in Canadian monetary 
legislation. . ,. It is to be doubted 
if the government or the public 
ever adequately realized the sig- 
nificance of the Act.” 


BANKS SHED RESPONSIBILITY 
In later sections of this chapter 
it will be shown that the depart- 
ment of finance has not been con- 
scious of the new responsibility 
placed upon it by the Finance Act, 
that the banks have definitely shed 
the responsibility for monetary 
control which was theirs before the 
Act was passed, and that therefore 
Canada’s monetary system is one 
in which no one accepts the re- 
sponsibility for credit control. 

In addition to making permanent 
the arrangement for making ad- 
vances to the banks, the Finance 
Act of 1923 provided: 

(1) That bank notes should 
continue to be legal tender for 
three years more; 

(2) That for three years longer 


Dominion notes would not be 
redeemable in gold; 

(3) That for the same three 
years the export of gold would be 
prohibited except by special 
license; 


(4) That the above provisions 
would lapse unless specifically 
extended at the end of the three 
years, 

They were not, however, ex- 
tended, so Canada automatically 
resumed the gold standard on July 
1, 1926. 

Having noted the evidence to the 
effect that the Finance Act is re- 
garded. by many as an adequate 
substitute for a central hank, and 
having traced the history of the 
Act, we shall now examine it in 
operation to see wherein it does or 
does not fulfil the requirements of 
a central bank. 

To what extent it is like a bankers’ 
bank? In chapter 2, when the gen- 
eral functions of a central bank as 
a bankers’ bank were being dis- 
cussed, it was stated that such a 
bank had as its customers the com- 
mercial banks, that it made loans to 
the banks, that it supplied them 
with emergency currency and acted 
as a rediscounting agency for them, 
that it usually issued notes and 
sometimes had a monopoly of the 
note issue, that it acted as a clear- 
ing house for them, that it was he 
depostory of the cash reserves of the 
banks, and finally, that it was re- 
sponsible for the solvency of the 
whole banking system 


BANKS THE SOLE CUSTOMERS 
There is no doubt of the ten com- 
mercial banks being the customers 
of the Finance Act. Not only that, 
they are the sole customers. Even 
the Federal government cannot bor- 
row from its “central bank.” The 
nation’s credit is not considered to 
be “sound” or healthy” as backing 
foy the issuance of currency until 
it has been “disinfected” by pass- 
ing through the hands of the banks 
and until it has been tested in the 
fire of profit-making. Thus the 
“central bank” may not loan 
directly to its creator, the nation, 
on the latter's own credit. On the 
other hand a bank may take some 
of the country’s credit (in the form 
of a victory bond, shall we say?) 
to the Minister of Finance and Re- 
ceiver-General at Ottawa (or to an 
Assistant Reveiver-General office at 
Halifax, Charlottetown, St. John, 
Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg, Re- 
gina, Calgary, or Victoria), deposit 
it there, and receive legal tender 
Dominion notes dollar for dollar on 
the deposit credit (bond) as secur-

there is no provision that compels 
them to buy any grain, However, 
this last is not a matter of im- 
portance as the board has no know- 
ledge of any case where a company 
refused to buy grain on the grade 
established by the inspection de- 
partment,” Commissioner Hamilton 
said. 

The government inspectors were 
sent to Myrnam in January and 
during the period that they were in 
the town farmers brought in a large 
number of samples on which the 
grade was placed but there was

NOTHING PROVEN 

“It has not been proven that the 
agents have been guilty of some 
wrongful act, such as improper 
weighing for example. against 
which the farmer would have no 
recourse, and there is nothing so 
far which would warrant cancella- 
tion of a license,” Commissioner 
Hamilton added. 

The commissioner stressed the 
fact that farmers have always re- 
course to the government inspection 
department if they are not satis- 
fied with the grade placed on their 
grain by the elevator agent.

FINANCES FIRM

money so borrowed. 

If the government is in need, the 
bank may loan these same notes 
back to it at, say 4 per cent or 5 
per cent. Or the Bank of Montreal 
may secure a quantity of these Do- 
minion notes in this way at 3% per 
cent and loan them to the needy 
city of Vancouver at 6 per cent, 
thus charging 2% per cent for the 
cost of transferring the funds from 
Ottawa by telegraph or mail, and 
for the other services of an “honest 
broker” and middleman. The city 
of Vancouver may not borrow 
directly from the “central bank,” 
(the Finance Act); it must borrow 
through the “middleman” in order 
that the transaction may be 
“sound.” In fairness to the banks 
it should be pointed out that as 
“middlemen” they sometimes per- 
form a service that might easily be 
overlooked, 


HOW BANKERS USE IT 

For instance, supposing that the 
Bank of Montreal accepted Van- 
couver city bonds as security for a 
loan to that city and then deposited 
those bonds with the department 
of finance as collateral security for 
an advance under the Finance Act, 
it would bear the risk of Van- 
couver's default. On the other 
hand, if it accepted from Vancouver 
securities other than the city’s own 
bonds, it would assume two risks. 
Hence part of the interest charged 
in such cases is to compensate the 
bank for risks assumed. More often 
than not, however, the bank will not 
reloan the Dominion notes secured 
in this way. Instead, it may take 
the Dominion notes so obtained to 
the Central Gold Reserves, deposit 
them there instead of gold as 
backing on which to issue its own 
bank notes dollar for dollar. It 
costs the bank something to print 
its own notes, but it considers that 
the presige and advertising resulting 
therefrom will more than repay the 
additional cost. Then it may loan 
its own bank notes to the govern- 
ment or to the city of Vancouver 
as suggested above, 

No more than what has just been 
said above and what was stated 
in our discussion of the history of 
the Finance Act is needed to show 
that this Act does serve as a 
bankers’ bank to the extent that 
the banks are its customers, that it 
makes loans to them, and that it 
supplies them with emergency cur- 
rency. The main bulwark of the 
defence of the Finance Act as a 
bankers’ bank, however, is sup- 
posed to be found in the claim that 
it serves as an adequate rediscount- 
ing agency. Most of the bankers 
have made this claim in recent 
months. One statement wili be 
sufficient to indicate their general 
view. Mr. S. H. Logan, general 
manager of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, at the bank's annual 
meeting in Toronto, on January 10, 
1933, spoke as follows:

School Board Informed) 


Charter Amendment 
Does Not Meet Case 
Informed by its solicitors that 


the proposed amendment to the city 
charter, the purpose of which is to 
enable the school board to delegate 
operation of health services to the 
city health board, would have no 


effect and does not meet the case, 
the Edmonton Public School Board, 
at a meeting Tuesday night, decided 
to await further action by the city 
council before proceeding further 
with the amalgamation of health 
services sponsored by electors in a 
plebiscite last fall. kf 

It was suggested by the solicitors 
that, if the school board desired to 
make the suggested agreement, it 
could be done by amending section 
122 of the School Act, by adding a 
clause giving the board the right 
to make arrangements with the lo- 
cal board of health to carry out its 
duties with regard to school health 
services. 


LIABLE FOR SAFETY 

The solicitors, Parlee, Freeman, 
Smith and Massie, further stated in 
the letter, “That it is well estab- 
lished that the board is liable for 
the safety of pupils while in attend- 
ance at your school and if you de- 
sire to delegate the duties which 
you are required to do by statute, 
then we would be of opinion that 
you would still be liable for any re- 
sulting damages.” It was suggested 
that the board make it a condition 
that it be relieved from any liabil- 
ity before entering any agreement. 

“The writer has been somewhat 
of the opinion that it was doubtful 
if the board of health had itself the 
necessary authority to enter into 
this arrangement and take over 
your duties.”

WINTER STORM 
CAUSES HAVOC 
ON E. COAST 


Commuting Hordes of Go- 
tham Stalled as Trans- 


port Stops 

NEW YORK, Feb, 21—The worst 
winter weather in years clamped 
down over the northeastern sea- 
board of the United States yes- 
terday, crippled ships on the At- 
lantic, left several hundred thou- 
sand New Yorkers without trans- 
portation for hours, tied up the 
railroads throughout New Eng- 
land and New York State, delay- 
ed the airmail and caused deaths 
and intense suffering. 

Sixty-mile-an-hour winds put 
coastwise shipping in distress. Thick 
ice and snow-drifts locked doors in 
New York City and made skating 
rinks of streets. The New York 
Stock Exchange opened an hour 
| late, and thousands of workers were 
much later at offices, shops and fac- 
tories. 

Whistling gales swept snow rang- 
ing in depth from six inches to a 
| foot into drifts that trains between 
| Boston and New York, and in many 
other sections of New England, 
could not negotiate. Ships were bat- 
tered by high winds, ice floes, and 
pounding waves. 

Although some delays could not 
be avoided, the army took over its 
job of flying the air mail with a 
spirit that postal officials likened 
to that of Paul Revere. 


TRAINS SNOWBOUND 

Fifteen trains carrying between 
3,000 and 4,000 pasengers lay snow- 
bound in Connecticut and Rhode 
| Island and railroad officials de- 
| scribed the blizzard as the severest 
since 1888. Scores of New England 
communities were wholly cut off 
| from the outside world. 

Off Cuttyhunk Island on the 
southern Massachusetts shore, the 
80-foot schooner, Hope Leslie, with 
its crew of six was snatched from 
almost certain destruction by two 
doughty 75-foot coast guard patrol 


| boats. Fighting a 30-mile round trip 


against gales, crashing seas and 
menacing ice floes, the patrol boats 
took the drifting, rudderless, badly 
leaking schooner in tow and 
brought her safe to Woods Hole. 


COMMUTERS STRANDED 


Two hundred miles from Boston 
the steam trawler Georgetown 
wallowed in heavy seas, her engines 
disabled, while the cutter Ossipee 
| sped in search of her and her crew 
of 19 men. 

In the New York area 500,000 
commuters were stranded in their 
suburban homes after the blizzard 
crippled train and subway service, 

The storm started with rain Mon- 
day afternoon but it turned into 
snow that blew and drifted through 
the night as the temperature drop- 
ped, finally reaching nine degrees 
at ll a.m. There were three deaths 
around the metropolis in which the

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GET SETTLEMENTS MADE 

A good deal has been heard in the legisla- 
ture about urging the Dominion parliament to 
cut down interest rates. Parliament should do 
that, and perhaps will be moved to do it if the 
provincial legislatures make strong enough 
representations on the subject. 

Meantime, what does the legislature propose 
to do about scaling down the principal of un- 
payable debts? That matter falls within its 
own field of jurisdiction. 

The debt adjustment legislation adjusted 
nothing. It only postponed settlement. Some- 
thing should be done at this session to encourage 
settlements on a basis of compromise. The 
longer settlements are deferred the greater the 
accumulation of interest charges. 

The legislature should set up machinery, 
without further delay, to bring creditors and 
debtors together in a spirit of willingness to 
bargain in terms of present day realities. The 
longer such action is postponed the worse the 
situation is bound to become for both parties. 

The debtor who is willing to pay what he 
can and the creditor who is willing to accept 
what the debtor can pay should be given assur- 
ance that if they settle on that basis neither of 
them will fare worse than the debtor who 
wants to pay nothing and the creditor who 
insists on grabbing everything in sight. 


\WHEAT OR NOTHING 

J. G. Taggart, agricultural expert and 
perintendent of the Swift Current experi- 
mental station, told a gathering of technical 
agriculturists at Calgary that if it is proposed 
to seriously restrict the production of wheat in 
the plains area of Saskatchewan and Alberta 
the time has come to consider the abandonment 
of that area, 

This is putting the case in plain language. 
He added by way of explanation, “I can see no 
hope whatever for successful agriculture unless 
the substantial part of the land is used to raise 
wheat.” 

That should arouse interest among 
authorities on western agriculture who inhabit 
the head offices of great financial and industrial 
concerns in eastern cities, and who have been 
telling us for three years the only hope of the 
west is to grow less wheat and “go in for mixed 
farming.” 

Mr. Taggart does not see how a farmer is 
to keep a herd of milk cows, and raise hogs, 
sheep and poultry in a country that has not 
an assured rainfall, where creeks and lakes are 
few and far between, and which has no natural 
shelter. Nor what the farmers in that vast 
plains area would do with their products if they 
could and did “go in for mixed farming.” 

Perhaps the agricultural experts in the Mon- 
treal and Toronto financial offices can tell him. 
If not, perhaps they can tell themselves how 
they are going to collect their mortgage claims 
on farms in that area unless the farmers are 
allowed to grow all the wheat they can and sell 
what they grow?

“SOUND PUBLIC FINANCE” 

“Sound public finance,” as preached by Sir 
Henry Drayton and his associates, means cut- 
ting down public expenditure, as a means of 
lessening the demands made on the taxpayers 
and reducing the amount of the nation’s income 
that must go to meet the expenses of govern- 
ment. 

In broad terms there are two ways to reduce 
expenditure, Civil servants may be dismissed, 
or their wages may be cut, along with pensions; 
public services being curtailed or suspended to 
make these measures of restrictive econumy 
possible. 

That is the method employed during the last 
three years by federal, provincial and munici- 
pal governments in Canada. The longer it has 
been employed, and the more “ruthless” the 
application, the more people have been forced 
to ask for unemployment relief, the less buying 
power there has been in the hands of the public, 
the less business turnover there has been from 
which to collect government revenue, the higher 
taxation have been pushed, and the 
Sreater deficits have grown. 

“Mhese taings have :ot been merely acci- 
flentu; coineldences of the policy of wage-re- 
trenchment. In measure they have _ been 
natural, logical and necessary results of it. 
Government wage-cutting makes hard times 
harder, always has and always must. For the 
reason that the wage-earner who is deprived 
of his income ceases to be a taxpayer, if he 
does not become a public charge. What else 
can possibly happen? Obviously it is not “sound 
public finance” to strike names off the list of 
taxpayers and add them to the relief list. 

The other way to reduce expenditure, and 
the only way to do it advantageously, is to cut 


rates 


down the “overhead.” The sadiy thinned ranks 
of Canadian taxpayers are being made to pay 
more than 51,000,000 per day interest charges on 
money borrowed by their governments. While 
taxpayer incomes have shrunk to half their 
former level, these interest charges still stand 
—with trifling exceptions—at the same high 
level as in 1929, 

That is where Sir Henry should urge the 
application of the pruning hook. If the national 
debt of Canada were re-financed at a reduction 
of even 30 per cent in interest rates, the re- 
sultant saving would meet the whole cost to 
the Dominion treasury of providing “direct 
relief’ to our unemployed, the Minister of 
Finance could repeal his tax on sugar and still 
balance his books at the end of the year. 

If, as it should do, the Government of 
Canada would call in its bonds as these become 
callable and pay them off in currency, secured 
by a properly proportioned sinking fund, it 
would not have to pay “direct relief” very long. 
Taxation could be reduced during the coming 
year. That saving in interest charges would be 
left in the pockets of the public, to be spent 
over the counter, invested, or paid out as wages. 
More, important still, the bond-holders would 
be handed perfectly sound money, which would 
also be available for buying goods, investing, 
or paying as wages for work done. 

That would be “sound public finance.” A 
National Central Bank owned and operated in 
the interests of all Canadians is long past due.

Tambs had sailed on square-rigged craft for 
cight years before he settled on shore to doa 
little newspaper work, try his hand at writing 
a novel and take to himself a bride. He had 
nearly $2500 saved up when he bought the 
Teddy, had her overhauled and equipped with 
new sails and stores. He'd only 40 cents left 
when, in defiance of the Norwegian authorities 
who tried to stop him, he and his bride put out 
from Oslo harbour at the end of August, 1928, 
for a honeymoon cruise round the world. He 
hadn’t any spare sails or sextant, book of lights, 
modern charts or even a barometer, though the 
boat itself was in fine trim, with simple com- 
forts for her two owners. 

After running through a gale in the North 
Sea before making Havre. Tambs concludes 
that he'd rather navigate the North Sea without 
a compass than without a barometer. Exhaust-

ed on his ninth night out, fighting gales while | 


trying to pick up the Terschelling Lightship 
off the Dutch coast, in the morning mist he 
spied a 10,000 steamship in ballast, within hail. 
The lordly skipper ignored the small craft's 
signal for her position and passed on. Tambs 
was 40 miles off his course and had a desperate 
time fighting his way out of the shoals as the 
gale rose. With bleeding hands but thankful 
hearts, they escaped disaster. That afternoon, 
with his craft hove to, safely off shore and rid- 
ing the waves like a duck, Tambs gloated to 
see the big steamer returning, unable to make 
harbour, rolling till she showed the planks on 
her bridge deck. 


For the remainder of the trip they had little 
but pleasant relationships with those they met, 


ashore or afloat. In port, Tambs plied his type- 
writer, sending articles to a Norwegian news- 
paper, writing a novel for Norwegian readers 
and an article for the National Geographic 
Magazine. 

Temptation came during their three-weeks’ 
stay at Havre where a wealthy English colonel 
took a fancy for the “Teddy” and offered Tambs 
three times the cost of the boat to sell. They 
had long stays at Corunna, Lisbon, Vigo and 
Madeira, and then four months at the Canary 
Islands, where the crew was increased by the 
arrival of Tony, “the Mate.” When Tony was 
six weeks old his parents set out across the 
Atlantic for Trinidad and the Dutch West In- 
dies and the Panama Canal, having become pos- 
sessed of a sextant to help them on their jour- 
new over the waste of waters, 

From Panama they sailed to Cocos Island, 
loafed for a week, then as provisions on a 40- 
foot craft are limited, they turned their boat 
WS W for the 3500-mile run to the Marquesas. 
It’s a fascinating story—visits to Tahiti, the 
Samoan group, and the Tongas, a thousand- 
mile voyage to New Zealand, thence back 1100 
miles to the Friendly Islands and 1100 miles 
return to New Zealand. After winning the 
yacht race from Auckland to Sydney, Tambs 
took the “Teddy” back to New Zealand to greet 
his little daughter of the sea, Tui. 

It’s a very human record, this of the Tambs 
family. Sailors will regret that there is not 
more mention given to nautical matters. Tambs 
tells of the times he blunders and how they 
get out of their difficulties by luck.

Treatment of Pneumonia 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Lobar pneumonia is an acute inflammation 
of the lung, common in cities during January, 
February and March, and is marked by an ex- 
treme congestion of the lung tissues, with fever. 
It may be present in one Img or may spread 
to both lungs. Pneumonia is more common in 
men than in women and you 
may become susceptible when 
the body is toxic and ener- 
vated. When the toxic prod- 
ucts are clogging the body, a 
friendly germ will come along 
and start an acute healing 
process, accompanied by 
fever. Pneumonia is one of 
these acute healing diseases. 

Pneumonia begins sudden- 

ly with a severe chill which 
Dr. F. McCoy is followed by a high fever 
and headache. A severe pain may occur in the 
chest on the side of the affected lung, and much 
distress is caused by a quick, painful cough. 
Within 48 hours the face has an anxious ex- 
pression, one cheek or both is flushed, and the 
cough brings up a “rusty” blood-stained spu- 
tum which is difficult to raise. The patient has 
difficulty in finding a comfortable position in 
bed. Within 7 to 9 days, crisis occurs and the 
temperature falls rapidly, the patient breaks 
into a sweat, and returns to comfort. Recovery 
then takes place rapidly, if the right foods are 
used. 

A poisonous state of the body is the only 
basis upon which an acute feverish disorder 
such as pneumonia may be built. The sensible 
method of treatment is to aid the body in its 
efforts at a cure. During the first few days of 
an attack of pneumonia, no food of any kind 
should be taken, but the patient is to be given 
an abundance of water and even as much as 
three to four quarts may be taken during the 
day. If a slight fever still persists after five 
days of this fasting regimen, it is a good plan 
to start giving the patient limited quantities of 
cooked non-starchy vegetables. No_ highly 
starchy foods or protein foods should be used 
until the fever has entirely disappeared. 

The bowels must be kept cleansed with two 
or three enemas daily and warm sponge baths 
are to be used every two hours during the day 
and night while the fever is high. I advise that 
the patient should be kept between woolen 
blankets and plenty of fresh air should be al- 
lowed to circulate through the room by electric 
heaters. 

If you live in a district where it is at all pos- 
sible to secure a doctor having the new dia- 
thermy equipment, be sure to have the new 
treatment for pneumonia as given with the dia- 
thermy. 

This is an electrical treatment which can be 
given in the home by using a portable high- 
frequency apparatus. Through the use of this 
machine the tissues inside of the lungs are 
heated several degrees higher than normal. No 
sensation of heat is felt on the skin, and the 
heat is directed at exactly the right spot on the 
lungs. This internal heating treatment is ef- 
fective in throwing out the pus and the germs 
which are accompanying it. The results front 
this form of treatment have been very success- 
ful during the last few years, and I urge that 
you secure the diathermy treatment for pneu- 
monia. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—From X. X. of St. Louis, Mo.: 
“I have an unusual skin disease by the name of 
ichthyosis. I would like to learn some of the 
symptoms which are present in a skin disorder 
of this type.” 

ANSWER—You are correct: when you say 
that the skin disease called ichthyosis is an un- 
usual one. Another name for it is “fish skin.” 
This disease is characterized by a dryness and 
scaliness of the skin. The scales may be very 
small and thin or large and very thick. While 
it is difficult to cure this disorder, especially in 
the advanced form, nevertheless, it is true that 
the correct treatment will bring about a marked 
relief. In using the treatment it is helpful to 
follow some method which will prove of bene- 
fit in removing the scales and in softening the 
skin. I, therefore, suggest that you bathe the 
affected areas and after the bath you anoint 
the skin with some oily substance such as olive 
oil, sweet almond oil, or cocoanut oil. Before 
any of these are applied, the skin must be well 
dried with a soft towel. In my own experience 
I have found that the ultra-violet ray treat- 
ments are to be recommended and will bring 
about considerable improvement in the average 
case. 

QUESTION—‘Miss 18” of Vancouver, B.C., 


writes: “T am five feet, two inches in height 
and weigh about 118 pounds. Am I over- 
weight?” 


ANSWER—According to an average weight 
chart which I have here, your weight should 
run around just about 118 pounds. Therefore, 
I do not consider that you are overweight, and 
I certainly would not advise you to reduce.

Revolution in US. |

Congress seems to be in no doubt as to the state of the public 
mind in the United States. The money revolution must be com- 


pleted at this session. This will be effected by two major laws, 


one of which has already been introduced in Congress. | 


This is the law to regulate the stock exchange, which will be 
followed by a companion law to regulate the produce exchanges, | 
The principal points on which the stock exchange will be slowed 


down will be the taking away of the right to operate in pools; 
and the taking away of the right to operate accounts by num- 
bers or fictitious names; and the making it unlawful for officers | 
of tdmpanies to sell short on the snares of their companies, The 
provisions as to margins require a great increase in the amount | 
of deposit required; this will prevent the market becoming widely 
extended on a small margin basis and being sold into a panic 
There are many minor regula- 
tions all tending to restrict short seiiing and repress manipulation.

The second major law to come in is that respecting banking. 
This law is now being drawn and is about ready to be intro- 
duced. Under it provision will be made for Government Banks 
any point where commercial 
banks fail to make provision for necessary commercial credits, 
or attempt to call in loans as a policy, then the Government will 
have power to open a bank and make commercial loans direct.

The power to depress or restrict business as a banking policy 
will be taken away from the banks and vested in the Federal | 


Government; so that at any sign of deflation or panic the Gov- 


ernment Bank can loosen up funds to any amount necessary. 


This will kill the old and highly-esteemed game of coaxing 
the public in on a rising market until the peak is reached, and 
then shaking the public out to the utmost limit of panic-stricken 


depression and deflation. 


When it is considered that the assets of North America are 
worth as much as they ever were, and have been deflated down 
by an amount exceeding sixty billion dollars, by dollar and credit 
manipulation, there can be no doubt that the new banking pow- | 
ers proposed to be vested in the Federal Government are neces- 
sary and beneficial.

“The Vitality of Dickens’ Charac- 
fers,” was the subject of a lecture 
given by Professor James Adam of 
the University of Alberta to mem- 
bers of the Dickens Fellowship at 
their meeting Tuesday evening in 


Separate School Hall. Professor 
Adam remarked that Dickens’ | 
genius for creating characters of 


fiction was of a kind possessed by 


no other author and that about! 
twinty of his creations, notable 
Pickwick, Micawber and Sairey 


Gamp were better known today 
than are any fictional people creat- 
ed since Dickens death sixty years 
ago. The speaker remarked that | 
during the latter part of the last 
century it was a question as to 
whether Thackeray or Dickens was 
the greater writer, but that since 
then Thackeray had faded away. He 
predicted that those present day | 
authors whose names loom large in 
fictign would in turn fade away, 
but that Dickens would remain.

savory sandwiches. And, since it 
is considered quite the thing to 
use toast in place of bread in their 
making, the stale slices can be 
used to excellent advantage. Gra- 
ham bread, Boston brown bread, 
whole wheat bread, rye bread, 
crackers, rolls and biscuits are all 
usable for hot sandwich making 
and add variety as well. 

The remnants of the Sunday roast 
of beef can be made into an appe- 
sandwich. Chop the 
meat very fine, add the gravy to 
it arid add this mixture to a few 
shreds of green pepper and minced 
onion browned in a little fat. Heat 
to the boiling point and add half a 


teaspoonful of Worcestershire 
sauce or tomato catsup to taste. 
Serve on hot toast with spicy 
pickles. 


Hot chicken sandwiches are deli- 
cious and can be made in several 
ways. If you had chicken with 
biscuits and gravy for Sunday din- 
ner a very easy sandwich is made 
by removing the meat from the 
bones, reheating it in the gravy, 
and serving it on the biscuits which 
have been split and toasted. 

The remnants of roast chicken 
or any variety of poultry work up 
daintily in the following recipe. 


HOT CHICKEN SANDWICH 

One cup finely chopped chick- 
en, 1% cups milk, 2 tablespoons 
butter, 2 tablespoons flour, 1 table- 
speon mayonnaise, 3 drops onion 
juice, 1 teaspoon capers, % teaspoon 
sat, , teaspoon white pepper, gra- 
ham bread. 

Melt butter, stir in flour and 
slowly add milk, stirring constant- 
ly. Cook and stir until boiling 
and add mayonnaise, onion juice, 
capers, salt, pepper and prepared 
chicken, Put between slices of but- 
tered graham bread and serve at 
once, 

Hot hamburg sandwiches are in 
the realm of economical dishes and 
these are rather out of the ordin- 
ary.

“Though I have worked among 
guns all my life, I have never giv- 
en the maiter much thought. 

“IT don't think the laws about 
guns make much difference one 
way or the other in Alberta— 
most crimes of violence here seem 
to be done with whatever comes 
handy, clubs, axes, pocketknives, 
shotguns, rifles or anything else. 
I can’t recal] a murder here for a 
long, long time in which a re- 
volver was used.” 

JACK HALL, sporting goods sales- 
man: “I can’t see where all of the 
laws about firearms, mostly hav- 
ing to do with the carrying of re- 
volvers and pistols, have made 
much difference here. 

“Shotguns seem to be a fairly 
popular weapon in Alberta when 
it cores to killing, and you can 
hardly say that a shotgun is a 
weapon that is easily concealed. 

“Firearms are really important 
in crime where you have real or- 
ganized crime, and when they use 
machine guns about as much as 
anything else. And with organ- 
ized criminals, they are out to 
break the law anyway, and seem 
to have no hesitation about break- 
ing anti-weapon carrying laws 
along with all the other laws they 
break.”
